These most satisfactory of spring flowers can 
be grown outdoors or in pots. Their free- 
flowering, delicately scented blooms reward 
the grower with many years of delight. In the 
following descriptions the “trumpet” or “cup” 
is the center of the flower; the surrounding 
petals are the pertianth. 


TRUMPET DAFFODILS 


Aerolite Perianth deep crimson with trumpet of pure 
medium yellow. The large flowers are beautifully pro- 
portioned and graceful. Very long lasting either in the 
garden or as a cut flower.

King Alfred A deep golden yellow flower of wonderful 
substance on stiff two-foot stems.

TULIPS HYACINTHS 


Plant tulips at least 6 inches deep and abcut Hyacinths do best in a rich, well drained 
8 inches apart in rich, deep, well drained sandy loam, planted about 6 inches deep 
soil. After the tops die down, lift the bulis, in a sunny or partly shaded location. Leave 
Bret them in a cool, airy place, dust with in the ground for three years; then remove 
sulphur, and store until October when they bulbs and replant them in October or 
should be replanted.
